Who, if they aske me, 
vpon what hope I preſumed , to impleade an Appeale 
ro Ceſar : I cannot anſwere with Solon, pon old 
age ; rather, VpÞoRn pourerty. ; rather » Vpon ( & ars 
equity : rarher, vpon the ( avſes Terity. Yea, my 
duty to God, to your Mateſtie , tothe ſacred me- 
mory of your Royall Father, to the Church of 
God , to my Mother Church of England, tothe 
State,to miy Reuerend Fathers,to my reproached 
Brethren, all theſe ſummon me from my ſweete, 
ſafe Priuacy, to runne a hazzard vpon the Thea- 
rcr of importune oppoſition. 

And {ce alſo, Dread Soueraigae , how deeply 
You ſtand ingaged in this Plea, Therein ſeucn 
Plaintifes follicite Your Grace for juſtice.

grace and mercy in elettmg vs in bis Son to ſaluation, 
is {aid vpon the ſandy grownd of Mans freewill ; his 
etcrnall and vnrepenranr loue to his Elect, made 
ro depend ypon the haire of kamaine mutabili- 
ty , ftanding on its owne vnſteddy bottome ro 
tall totally, finally. 

The third Plaintife,is the Sacred Aſhes of Your 
Royal! Father of famous memory, complaining 
His honor is polluted, prophaned 1n a high de- 
gree by An Appeale,lſo much depreſſing the Synod 
of Dort, which His Majeſtic ſo much graced, 
and cxalting Arminianiſme ,vhich His ſacred Ma. 
ieftic ſo much deteſted. 

The fourth Plaintife,is Gods ( hurch, eſpecially 
our Mother Church of England, iultly complain- 
ing, how impioully ſhe is abuſed, and her Do&- 
rincs traduced , by an Appeale, as if in the very 
Fundamentalls,(as Pradeſtmation,Elefion, Freewill, 
Iuſtfication, Faith,Perfenerance in auing orace,Cer- 
tainty of ſaluation,and the like) ſhee jumped with 
theApoltatized Church of Rome , and her con- 
federare Arminians : as it hex DoCtrines were nor 


the ſamewaith the ho] y Scriptures: as it chey mult 


C3 be 
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be rated by a few priuare ſpirits, ingrofling, as by 
a Monopoly , the name of the Church of England, 
reducing Eccleſia Romana to Curia Romana : as if 
her Doctrines were as mutable, as their vault 
Iudges, who Camelion-like will change colour 
with cucry obicCt of time. 

T he fifth Plaintife 1s the State , complaining 
ofa rucfull diſtraction and rent it ſuffereth, by a 
moſt factious and ſeditious Appeale, which com- 
ing very vnſcaſonably, like a diſaſtrous Comer, 
portendeth vniuerfall ruine both to Church and 
State , ifthe vaſt breach made thereby , forthe 
orand enemy to enter, bee not all the ſooner and 
lurer (if poſſ1ibe) made vp againe. 

The ſixth Plaintife is the Ghoſt of ſome of the 
Reuerend forefathers of our Church, as Doctor 
Bancroft,once Biſhop of London,and Doctor Oue- 
rall, nce Deane of Pauls, and Biſhop of Norwich, 
complaining,that their ſpeeches in the Conference 
at Hampton Court (January 1 4. 1603.) now lately 
printed, the one abour Predeſtination, the other, 
Perſenerance in grace, are piritully and palpably 
peruerted in An Appeale, to the Treat reproach of 
_ their owne Credits, and in them, the ſcandall of 
the Church of England. 

The ſeuenth Plaintife is the (ommunion of 
: ſaints 
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Saints milicant,in this Church, andelſwhere (yes 
ſome,now Triumphant in heauen )complaining, 
that notwithſtanding they ſtriue both in faith 
and practiſe to comeas neere,as is poſlible for hu- 


maine frailtie, .ro Chriſt and his Apoltles, yet for 


that very cauſe they are perſecuted and reproach. 
ed in An Appeale, withthe odious nameof Puri- 
tan,and what not? 

Now all theſe Plaintifes,moſt noble King,doe 


as by = intereſt, craueiuſtice at Your Mas . 


icſties hands, Truth claimes it,as Youare X12 of 
England, Defender of the faith; that as It makes You 
free, ſo You would it, withtull priuiledge to plead 
its ownecauſe. Gods glory claimes it of You, as 
whom ( aboueall Princes in Chriſtendeme ) Hee 
hath purſucha rich crowne of graceand glory 
vpon, that thereby Your Maieſtie mighr learne 
how highly to prize His infinite glory, which 
the more You ſtand foragainſtirsencmies, the 
more firmely it thall make You to ftand againſt 
all Your Aduerfaries. The Sacred Aſhes of Your 
Royall Father of pious memory require juſtice of 
You,not only as You are a King,buras the moſt 
pious Son of fucha Father, that as by An Appeale, 
You are called to.bean ympire, You would accor- 
dingly determine, whither in Your hy” 

ric 
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the Synod of Dort, with the Decrces of it, be ra- 
thecro bereiected, and ſer at nought, for the 4p. 
pealers vilifying and diſclaming of it : or reli. 
gioully maintained by Your Maieltie, ar leaſt 
for theincomparablejudgementof KingIaMes, 
who both ſent thirher a learned ſelect repreſen- 
ratiue Churchgf Fngland,and Himtelfe alſo gaue 
His royal as toall the concluſions of it,as be. 
ing in all pointsconſonant to the Doctrine of che 
Church of England. The Church of England, 
with the State ( like Fipocrates twinnes, mutually 
afte&ted with each others weale or woe, both liu- 
ing together, both dying together) with one 
hearc and voyce humbly crauc juſtice of Your 
Maieltie, as being next vnder Chriſt owner both, in all 
cauſes, oner all perſons, the onely ſupreme Gonernour ; 
that You would chaſtiſe their con: umacious 
children, who faſten reproa-ches, an. haiten rus 
ines to both. . The fame of our Forcia hers cra- 
veth juſtice of Your Maicſtic, to free them from 
the falſe aſperſion of blaſphemy, and from the 
opinion of being Arminians. All Gods children, 
co-heires with Your Maicſtic of the ſame King- 
dome of glory, implore Youriultice, to reſcue 
their innocency from the reproach of Puritaniſ: 
me; the very name, being enough to cauſe Truth 
ro

to be taken for Hereſle; ſincerity, for hypocrily; 
a peaceable Conformitant, for a ſeditious Schil- 
maticke; a loyall ſubicft, fora traitor ; an honeſt 

man, for a varlet. 

Thus by iu/tice, ſhall Your Maieſties throne be 
eftabliſhed. Thus may fearctull con{equents bee 
preucnted , ifrhe cauſes be timely remoued. I 
reade but of two maine things, which wrought 
Feruſalems wracke: the one, Idolatry, cauſing of- 
ren deſolations , and miſerics vpon that Church 
and ſtate: che other, Herely,in reteCting of Chriſt, 
and his righteouſneſſe, ſeeking iuſtification by 
workes. This latcr alone;cuen without the other 
(for in Chriſts time, and after, not an Idol, or I- 
mage was found in Iudea) cauſed that fatall and 
finall irreparable ruine, once for all. 

Parallel to theſe two, are PontificianIdolatry, 
and Arminian Hereſy, the \umme whereof is to a- 
boliſh the crue, androeſtabliſh a new Religion. 
For the firlt, it is groſſe enough to bewray it {elfe, 
and ro deſcructo bee caſt our, leaſt ſuch lading 
not onely cauſe, bur conſpire with the ſtorme to 
drowne the ſhip it is carried in. For the ſecond 
( becauſcir is fomewhat more refined , and hath 
learned to goc vailed vnder the Maske of the 
a Church 
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Church of England; the more dangerous both 
for ſeducemnre and ſedition ; as a poylon , the 
moreſubtile, the more mortall) be your Maieſtie 
leaſed to rake aduertiſment of the more proper 
markes of an Arminian. An Arminian is in his pcr. 
ſonall qualitie, juſt like his Religion. Firlt, he 
is noleilce ambitious of head-{hip ouer men, then 
his Religion is of copartnerſhip (arlealt) with 
God, in His glory. Secondly,as his Religion Hat. 
ters him, ſo he men; vary officious in ſoothleſle 
ſoothings, the Spaniels, that finde his ambition 
game. Thirdly, as his religion is contrary, ſo hee 
cannot away with Reformed ( hurches , and their * 
[carnedeſt and foundelt writers; as Caluin ſpecial- 
ly beyond the Seas. Fourchly, as he hates to be re- 
formed, 1o one peece of his Sermon mult be an in- 
uectiue againſt a reformed Chriſtian, his Puritan. 
Fifthly , fich his Religion complies ſo well with 
Popery, he will chereforecuer preferre rtheChurch 
of Rome before any, yea, all Reformed Churches. 
Sixthly.though he Joue to be a droane, yet brings 
hea kinde of honey to Preferments hine. And he 
is now ſo fleſhed with confidence, that ( as cucry 
where abread ) ' hee will more frankly at Courc 
make the theames of his Sermons ro be , Vniurs 


fall 
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fall grace, equally offered to all, to receine if they will: 
when a man hath receiued grace, that hee may fall 
away totally , yea, finally from that grace of God and 
inſtification:; that a man can haue no other cer- 
tainty of ſaluation, bur contefurall : that God 
hath predeſtinated none to glory, but thoſe,, whom 
hee foreſaw would both by their Freewill receine grace, 
and would 5 could of themſelues perſenere to the 
end: that in the maine and fundamental! points of 
religion, the Doftrine .of the ( hurch of England 
arreeth with the Councell of Trent- Thele, and 
the like, bee the Doctrines of the Appeale ; 
which how true, this infuing Plea will plainly 
ſhew. 

Pardon my plaine zeale, gratious Prince. 
The Romaines deſpiſed not the noyle of their 
reeſe , whereby ther Capitol was preſerued from 
the Gaules. Let mee be accounted one of them 
for telling trurh, ſo our dangers may thereby 
bee preuented, Yea, thoſe gveſe were highly re- 
warded : Idefire noother, bur tharT may bee 
acommon ſharer in thole bleſſings, which (hall 
attend both Church and State, if bur thoſe 
Plaintifs bee righted , whole ſatisfaction ſhall 
bee Your Maicities honour ,theſctling of Your

great wonaerment, ſeene the comtrary, namely , that it found 
fo many friends and fawourers. Beſides, ſnudry things there- 
in, whith at firſt might have paſſed onely for errours , as fal- 
lag from ſome diſtemper of haſty paſſion: being now ftouily 
and (tiffiy, in coldbloud, defended, they grow to be flat here- 
ſies, and [0 no farther to be tolerated, as $, Auguſtine ſpea- 
keth. Formyowne part, when fir ft I peruſed the beoke , my 
ſpirit was not alittle ſtirred in mee , toſee Gods glory defaced, 
our Saluation undermined, eur Charch ſcandalized, andpo- 
piſh Arrainianiſme tr jumphing, eucn wpor the open Thea- 
ter. Eaine would Ihaue beene dealing with it”, but both the 
conſciouſneſſe of my many both natural diſabilities, ana per. 
ſonal infirmites, as alſo the hope I bad of ſo many my wor- 
thy and ableelder brethren ( who 1 truſted would, and ſtill 
hope will, Vinditate at leaſt their deare Mathers credit, the 
Church of England ) held mebacke, Notwithſtanding, at laſt 
(though the leafp of all) Tgaue the on-ſet (nectardum oppe-

In the meane time , it is good pelli- 
Cy alittle to pull in the .hornes : For it is obiected by the 
Prritan fattion, that Maſter CMortagues former booke, 
called his Gag, which his Apppeale detendeth, doth in ma- 
ny particulars containe expreſle contrarictics to the Do- 
eirine of the. Church of England: and conſequently his Ap- 
peale, with the fautors and abcttors , as Acceſſaries atleaſt, 
come within the compaſle of a Premurire. But you know 
theſe peftileot Puritans will lay, and make the worlt of 
things; & they are a firong faction.

Of this nature alſo is the 
borne of God ; hee cannot fall away zetally , thatis dyein 
his ſpirituall life , no not for a moment , for heis, borne 
of that Father , the ſeede of that God remaineth , abideth 
inhim, and neuer departeth from him , which is i»2mor- 
tall, avd cannot dye. This truth, that the borne of God 
are preſerued from cuer falling from grace, is confirmed by 
many other cleare places of the Scripture,if time would per- 
mit to recit them. 

Now, this being ſocleare a proofe,if any places of Scrip- 
ture ſeeme to be oppoſite , they are ſo onely in ſound, not 
inſenſe. For proofe , the Scriptures are full of admeni- 
tions, (the onely proofes that they bring for their opi- 
nions againft the poſitiue truth ) to take heed of fallivg 
away from the grace of God , as Heb12.13, So I.(or-10. 
I 2. Hethat thinks he ſtandeth, let him take heed leaft he fall; 
and the like : alſo of exhortation, if any man be fallen, as 
Ezech. 18. and elſewhere ; all which places muſt not ſo be 
taken, as if Gods children did any time fall away totally 
from grace: but they are as ſo many Preſeruatiues and Anti- 
dotes, asſo many direRtions to keepe Gods childein his 
way; they arca part of thoſe meanes which God hath or- 
dained to preſerue vs inthe way from fallmg.

This was the minde of his Excellent Maieſtie, of 
blefſed memory, in-that his InjunQtion, to aduile all Mi. 
niſters, to play the faithfall and skiifull Phyſicians, in 
the applycation of ſo wholſome, profitable, and comfor- 

table aplaiſter and DoErine, as the Church of England 
calls it, Art, 17: though the Appealer doth flout tis 11. 
formers , andthoſe which call Przdeſtination 2 compreg... 
ble doftrine.. « Appeale,pag.3 9. But otherwiſe,his M aicſty. 
himſelfe, of bletſed memory, hath left his Roya!l Record: 
of this Niuine Dofrine, in his.learned and Dinine Pars. 

phraſe of the Rexclation, the 20, chap, inthelatter end, in- 
theſe words, T he Booke of life Was opened to the Eleit,that 
all thoſe whoſe names Were written into it, to.

well waighinghis reaſons : no maruell if ſuch ſnatchers, 
prepoſſefied witha preiudicate opinion,can as eaſily open 
their mouthes aainſt ſuch famous Aurhors, as the 

can barke at the Moone-ſhine, But perhaps hee had no 


more quarrell ro-holy Caluiz, then that fellow had to iuft p{yrareh in the 
eAriſtides, who not knowing Ariſtides by face, but onely life of driſtides, 


by fame, that he wasaiuft man, cameto him vnwitting- 
ly, to crauc him to write downe his name for him , that 
he might, withthe reſt of the enuious Citizens, confent 
to his baniſhment, by their law of Oftraci/morn, becauſe he 
fo much excelled others in honeity. It may be, heneuer 
read (aluins Workes, much lefſc his Inſtitutions, tocate. 
chiſc him in the grounds of Religion. Or perhaps, hee 
hates Calxin, as Ahab did the Prophet icaiah becauſe 
his Do&rine is altogether againſt his /=rerim-religion, 
with all his confederate /aterimiſts, Or whartſoecuer is the 
cauſe. Thus did Heretickes, by catching at theoutward 
rinde andbarke of fome one part of Scripture, maintaine 
thefr Hereſies. But I marucll what the e Fppealer could 
reade or heare of Maſter {/#ir, that he ſhould write ſo- 
contemptuouſly ofhim'; ſauingthat he was a holy man, 
faithfull and painfullinhis calling, exerciſed with conti- 
nuall preaching, writing, watchfull prouidence in go- 
nerning ; a man ofgreat learning, dexterity of wit, fin.

The 
moſt noble and iudicious King 1 amt s of happy Me- 
mory , thoughtnor ſoſlightly of thar learned: Diuine, 
while he preferred his Commentaries vpo the Scriptures, 
before allothers. Itwere to be wiſhed, that the Author,

had imitated the heathen Academicke Carneades, who, 
intending to write againit the poſitions of Zens the 
Stoicke, did firſt purge his ſtomacke and peQorall parts, 
with white hellebore,lelt ſome malignant bumour poſleſsing 
the ſtomacke, might diftemper and imbirrer his ftyle, which 
isno lefle a diſparagement to a profeſſd Chriſtian Di- 
uine, than was wont to be of old, tothe Heathen Philo.

iadgement of #/d Saint e Angn/tine , and to retreat} his Re- 
trations. 

Now for this opinion , of Gods Eletion , ruled by his 
preſcience , or prenifion of workes , if we ſceke ſome emi 
nent authoritie, and venerable antiquitie for it , St. Avg 
fine can beltreſolue vs. For the Antiquitie of it, wee 
haue Saint Awguſtines time : for authornie , the Pelagian 
hereſie.

Which opinion of Pelagizs , now riuiued by 
eur Appealer and his, S. Augufftine anſwereth moſt di- 
uinely tcom the Scriptures, /utreammr ergo, cc, Let us 
therefore peruſe the wards of the Apofile , and let vs fee whe- 
ther God did therefore chuſe vs before the foundation of the 
world, becauſe we would become boly and immaculate, or that 
we mighs be ſo?

When therefore 
he pradeſtinated vs,he knew his owne works , who maketh vs 
holy and immaculate. So that the Pelugians error ts rightly 
confuted by this teſtimonie.

ly beleene, and line well : he bath prepared them alſo to be glo- 
rified,that being made coheires with Chriſt, they may poſſeſſe 
the kingdome of heauen without end. And ſo he concludes 
his foriner booke, Mnlta diximus,c. We haue ſaid many 
things, azd yet we fpeake to ſuch good wits, to whom as if dull 
of onderſtandiag,enen that which is too much, ts not enonzb. 
Babylonins, Bur doth not the Apoſtle fay plainely, 
that thoſe who God forekaew , hepredeftinated ? Therefore 
did not God predeftinate men , according as he foreſaw 
they would receiue (or reie ) grace offered ? 
Orthodoxas. Indeede this,and ſuch like places of Scrip=- 
ture,doe the eArminians, our new Pelagians , pictifully 
peruert. Burneither this place , nor the analogie ic hath 
with other Scriptures , will admit of any fuch ſenſe. lr is 
Plaine, that this foreknowledge in God of thoſe , whom 
he would przdefiinare to life, is no other , but his yery 
aQt of ele&ing ofthem; as the (ame Apolile expreſlech it 
fully, Ephe. 1.4+ 15. According as he hath cheſen ws in 
Him, before the foundation of the world that we ſhould be ho- 
ly and without blame before him m lone ; hauing pradeſtina- 
red vs vnte the adoption of children by leſus Chriſt to himſelfe 
according to the good pleaſure of his wl,ce. For Gods fore- 
knowledge , of thoſe whom he would ſauc , is his erernall 
a& of loue in elcCting them , or his gracious pleaſure and 
Purpoſe, or decree in ſauing them. Wee know that Sc#- 
tum, which comes of ſc:ſco,to know, is vicd for a Decree,as 
Plebiſcitums , the peoples decree , ſo Gods forcknowledge 
here, is his fore decree. So alſo whom God is ſaide to 
know in Chriſt , is alwayes taken for his approuing dr 
liking , or accepting them in Chriſt, This is his know- 
ledge of approbation , whereby he knowes only his cle, 
So P[.1.6.The Lord knoweth the way of therighteous:but the 
way of che vngodly ſhallperiſh. The Lord knoweth, that is, 
approucth and alloyycth the way ofthe righteous. Jo 
ot 
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doth not the Lerd knowe the way of 'the wicked alſo? yes, 
by his knowledge of apprehenſion, but notof approbati- 
on. - For he ſaith ( in Math. 27.23.) tothe wicked, 7 ne- 
ner knewe you; departe from me, yee that worke iniquitie, 
Gods knowing of his therefore , is louing of them. Chritt 
ſaith to Nathaniel, Before that Phrl;ppe called thee , when 
thou waſt vader the ſigge tree , I ſaw thee. Vnder the figge loh.1.48. 
tree, what is that > is , faith Auguſtine, in e Adams Aug.ut Pſa. 31 
loynes, cloathed with his fig-leaues , in the ftate of ſinne : paar noo 
then and there Chrift ſaw Nathaxie/ , that is, his true 1ſ- fer, 40, et x. 
raelites, his choſen ; he ſaw him , that is , he tooke pitty on 
him, faitn he. As the Lord faith in Ezechiel, 16.6, 1{aw 
thee , when thou waft polluted in thy blood , and ſaid vnto thee 
linze. Which place euen the Appealer himlelfe ynderftands 
of Gods Election out of the corrupt male. 
Againe,the Apoftle Row.$.2 1. and 29.jver, by you ci- 
ted, ſaith expreſiely , that Gods foreknowledge is his pur- 
poſe : for having ſaid, v. 28. weknow that allthings worke 
gogerher for good, to them that loue God, being the called ac- 
cording to hi: purpoſe; he addeth , For whom be foreknew, 
theſe he alſs pradeſtinated,&c. 
Note againe, hee faith not thoſe, whoſe wils: he fore- 
knew, but, whom he forcknew : he ſpeakes of their perſons, 
not of their qualities, A 
And the Apoſtles next words doe overthrow this Pe- 
lagian opinion ,thar God foreknowing mans free-will, did 
accordingly przdeſtinate. For,ſaith the Apoltle, howz he 
did foreknow , he did alſo predeſtinate tobe conformed to the 
image of his Son. Sothat, to be made conformable tothe 
image of Chrift, is not of mans will forcſecne., but of 
Gods Przdeſtination, foreknowing or fore-eleQing in his 
Son, thoſe whome he pleaſed. Therefore as Neſcire Dei, 
reprobare oft ( as Gregory ſaith ) 25 Gods not knowing is to 
reprobate ; alledging Ly»ke.-I 3.17. Depart from me 1 know ,, 
you n9t : fo on the contrary, Gods knowing, or foreknow- 
ledge of his , is to ele them. This is-the foundation of 
God which ftands ſure, and hath this feale, The Loyd z.Tim.2.49, 
REY by | knowerh 
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| knoweth them that arebis, I could be more copious to il 


lutirare this , bur this may ſuffice to (atisfic thoſe that be 
not quarrellous. 

Babylonins. But Sir , howſoeuer you may conclude, 
that Gods EleCtion 1s abſolute , without any reſpectiue 
forcknowledge , of any goodorgrace invs , in accepting 

r2ce offered : yer the ſame cannot ſo well be ſaid of repro- 
; warns , that God ſhould reprobateany , but with a reſpe& 
and foreknowledge of their diſobedience and infidelitic. 
For elfe , God ſhould be vniuſt, to catt away and cen- 
demne any without iuft cauſe in themſclues. 

Orthodoxus. Sir,there is the ſame reaſon of reprobation, 
that is of Ele{tion ; for both were our of the corrupt maſſe 
wherein all men were equally condemned : whereof ſome 
God called, and choſe out to life , the reſt he left as hee 
found them guiltie of cternall death. , and ypon whom 
the ſentence of death had now paſſed & ſeazed,Gev.2.17. 
So that for God to leaue ſome whom he would , wallowing 
#2 their blood, it is an 8& of his Tuftice : as to free others, 
an aQt of his Mercy, Which Saint Auguſtine very preg- 
nantly exemplifieth by a Creditor , in whoſe power it is 
to acquit ſome of this Debitors , and to exact of the reſt to 
the vttermoſt, as wenoted afore. This is ſet forth alſo in 
the types of the Ele and Reprobate, /acob and Eſan, who 
being yet inthe wombe , before they had done good or exill, 
that the pwrpoſe of God, according to eleftion might ſtand, not 
of workes,but of him that calleth, It was ſaid to her , the eldey 
ſhall ſerue the younger. As it 1s written, Tacob hane I lowed but 
Eſau haxe I hated : Yetboth [acoband Eſau were equally 
culpable in the wombe , of originall finne , and ſo were 
children of death, as all were, in the wombe of our firſt 
Parents : but the eleRion comes , and that makes a ſepara- 
tion , and puts a difference , mercifully louing one , and 
juſtly hating another , and that before they had aQtual- 
ly done good oreuill , and that the pupoſe of God might 
Rand according to eleRen , not of workes , bur of him 


Zhat calleth. So that the diſproportion, alledged by the 
: : \ 
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eAppealey, was not GED Ele and Reprobate , be- 
fore the a& of eleftion, but the eleftion cauſed the diſpro- 
portion , not through any foreknowledge , or foreſight of 
any good or euill actually to be done of either ( as the 
Appealer would inferre ) but Gods meere mercie onthe 
one lide, and his juſtice on the ether, cauſed the difÞro- 
portion. And cuenthat place quoted by the Appealey out 


of Ez:chiel, makes altogether againſt himſclte, though Ezech, r6. 
etherwile rightly alledged ; for if wee were in our b/ood, Page6+ parti. 


if caft out, if loathed,, if dead ; and yet, if in this contemp= 
tible condition, God ſaid vnto vs , ne, yea, when wee 
were in our blood ( it is twice repeated , ver. 6, )he ſaid vi- 
tovs, /we; where is then that prxſcience of any good in 
vs, moguing God to pull ys out of this miſcrableeſtate ? 
Lam ſure, no mention of it is in Ezechtel, no, not in the 
whole Booke of God; but the contrary , as we haue pro- 
ucd ; no nor yet doth his pretended Goddeffe , indeede 
his nothing im the world, the Church of Ezgland,any where 
teach the ſame; ſo nakedly , yet ſhamel-\ly peremptory 
is this aſſertion of the Appealer , having none to father 
his opinion vpon, bur elagins, and his Diſcigſes. So 
weake and windy are his aſperfions, which hee cafteth 
vpon (alum, or vponthoſe whom hee cals Puritans , for 
maintaining nothing , but what the Scriptures plainely 
teach , againſt his groundleſſe and gracelefle opinon : ſo 
chat he fighteth againſt God and his truth', againſt Gods 
glory, and his grace, againſt his Church , yea the Church - 
of England allo, | 
Babylozins, But Sir, if the a&t of Eleition and Reproba- 
tion be without any re/Þetime forebnowledge in God of any 
attuall good or cuill in man, then what placeis leftfor: 
free will? er hew can God be juſt in puniſhing the re-" 
bellious , ſeeing ke hath reieRed them , and denyed them 
race ? 
, Orthodoxus. Of free will Iſuppoſe occaſion will be gt- 
uen anon to ſpeake ofitby it ſelfe. For the rebellious 
Reprobate, as he is juſtly reiefed for his finne in Adam, =

he 1s-neuer but juſtly ae and puniſhed for all 
his atuall ſinnes, ſpringing from that curſed roote. Nor 
doth his reie&tion neceſſitate him to rebell themore againſt 
God; his rebellion is from his owne peruerſe will. Ner 
is God bound to giuehimgrace. But agaialt all conten- 
_ tious quarrellers at the Doctrine of God, we cannot ſhape, 
nor are-we bound to giuea better anſwer, ( melius enim

cauellers ) for we finde not a better , then that of the eApoſtle 
vponthe yery ſame occaſion , Thew wilt ſay then, why doth 
he yet complaine? for who hath reſiſted his will * Nay but O 
man ! who art thou-that replyef# againſt God? ſhall the thisy 
formed , ſay to him that formed it , why haſt thou made me 
thus? Hath not the Potter power ouer the olay, of the ſame 
lumpe to make one veſſell »#to honour, and another to difha- 
oxr?ere. The compariſon is very pregnant : God 'is the 
Pater , wee the lunpe , of filthie and foule c/ay, caſt out 
a the clay in the ſtreeres; yet if the Potter will , may hee 
net take ſome of the clay, and make of it , veſſels of bonogr, 
and make of the reft, ( foule and filthy as hefindsit ) zo 
diſhonear ? ſeeing it. was in his power to put the whole 
lumpe, and that jufily , to baſer vies. Bur as the Apottle 
faith , God makes ſome, weſſels of his mercy , to make knowne 
the riches of his glory ; leaning the reſt to be veſſels of wrath, 
fitted for deſtruction , to make hnowne his inſtice and power, 
Ina word, if Godselection be an aCt of mcere mercy, then 
ic excludes all reſpe&to any good, that hee. could fore- 
Rom. 11.5.6, feeto be in ys : for ( as the Apoſtle faith ) There is at this 
preſext a remnant , accordiug to the eieition of grace : And 
if by grace, then it is no more of warkes ; 01herwiſe grace is no

otherwiſe worke is no more works, What then? Iſrael bath not 
obtained that which he ſecketh for , but the clefiion bath ob-

Therefore we muſt not meaſure the wiſedome of God 
in his word , by the laſt or modell of our owne braine, 
Indeede mans reaſon when it ſtands alone , ſeemeth ve 
ſelfe-wiſe, Butif it becompared, and ſet by Gods wit. 
dome, then the folly of it is by and by diſcouered. The 
Pontificians haue plauſible reaſon for their in/fificationby 
workes : becauſe (ſay they) it is a meanes to Qtirre 
mento good workes, The Yninerſaliſts have their plauſt- 
ble reaſon alſofor their v1iuzrſalitie of grace, as indiffe- 

remly offered to all men alike , ifthey will but receiue it : 
becauſe ( fay they ) all men may hereby beywonne to im- 
brace the grace offered , and ſo be ſfaued, But we know 
that neither the externall ordinary meanes are equally 


offered to all. For many thouſands haue not the meanes 


at all, much leffe, in ancquall meaſure. Againe, the or- 
dinary meanes doe of theruſelues worke no more , but or- 
dinary grace, as illumination, & temporary faith, &c. Buc 
the effectuall ſauing grace, though it be not wrought ſim- 
ply by the ordinary meanes, bur by the eſpeciall effectuall

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. xorke of Gods Spirit in and by the racanes, yet we know 


that the ordinary meanes are to be diligently and reue. 
rently attended of all men , whereſouer God affordeth 
them, Howſocuer , in all this generalitie, Gods purpoſe 
and grace remainesfirme to all the ſeede onely ; this ts Gods 
wiſedome. Therefore if Gode words ſatisfie not our carnall 
reaſon, but crofle it rather, ſhall wee preſume by frai- 
ning and wreſting, to fit it to our owne fancy , and not ra- 
ther ſubmit all our humaine wiſedome vnto it ? Even 
Heathen Cato, following Pompeis part againſt Ceſar, be- 
cauſc he tooke it to be the juſter, and ſecing Pompezs (ide 
declining , and "Pompey himlclfe at laſt beaten our of the 
fielde : hee looked yp to heauen, and cryed , [x rebus di- 
ninis magumm eſſe Caliginems , that in diuine things therc 
was a great deale of darkenefſe, which mans wir could not 
diſcouer. As Saint eAwgnſtine 1n his anſwer +to the Pela- 
gians cauill , in quarrelling the Scriptures about the impu- 
ration of finne , ſaith, Od fi ego efſem bebetior, nec ſtatins 
paſſem has rationes diluere : an propterea minus deverem di- 
wine Scriptare credere? Imo multo magis connenit vt eg9 ru- 
ditatens meam agnoſcam , quam vt falſnatem ſacris literis 
inpingam, What if my duineſſe were ſuch, as I could no: 
by and by diſproue th:ſe reaſons : muſt I therefore not be- 
leene the dinine Scriptare ? Nay ſommch the rather ought I to 
acknowledge mine owne wgnorance , then to impute falſhhood 
79 Gods boly word.

ter of o1x Redemption by Chrilt. They grant (faith he)that 
Chrift alone hath performed the worke of Redemption ſuſſi- 
ciently for the ſaluationof the whole world; but in the applica= 
tion of this iacſtimable treaſure , that it may be effettnallts 
their ſaluation : how denmrely ſoener they confeſſe, that they 
fſecke remiſſion of [ins,vo otherwiſe then by the bloed of Chriſt, 
v/ing humbly the meanes appointed by him,to apply the benefit 
of holy blood; they reach indeed ſo many things pernicious is 
Chriſtian faith, in ſetting downe the meanes , whereof they 
ſpeake, that the very foundation of faith , which they hold, us 
thereby plainely onerthrowne , and the force of the blood of Ic- 
fits Chriſt extinguiſhed. Sohe, The very like may beap- 
plyed tothe Appealer. For he,with his «Armenians, how- 
ſocuer they acknowledge the mere mercy of God, in proui- 
ding fuch an al{-ſufficicat Sauienr te redeeme mankinde; 
yet they marre all in their applying this plaifter of mercy, 
while they would doe it with the hand of freewill, the 
fare/ight whereof was (forſooth ) the firſt mouer of Gods 
aneere mercy. Sure iffo , they muſt needs abate no ſmall 
part from meere mercy. Forhow is it meere mercy , if any 
good invs foreſcene, firſt cauſed it, that it ſhould offer a 
Sauiour to VS? This is not zzeore axer cy,but mocke mercy.

whereas hee ſaith, that in Adam, and through hisfall,wee 
haue not loſt natare but grace ; this ſeemes to imply, that I 
Adam in hisinnocency, had grace, For cle, no man can be 
ſaid ro looſe, what he neuer had, But what grace ? The 
grace that comes by Jeſus Chrift, which is the onely grace 
the Scripture ſpeaketh of ?

fication, how by robbing from the worke of Gods grace, to 
inrich their Freewills co-worke, ſhe vtterly fruſtrateth Gods 
grace, and cyacuateth his glory, making a nicere mocke 
of both, 

For doe but weigh theſe two together in the /cales; one 
apainſt the other, Gods grace, and Mans freewill: and the 
difference according to Remes vniuſt eſtimate , will eaſily

that faith which works by lone, which caunot be without hopes

beth without faith. And which we cited before,. Faiths ſo 
inthe ſoule, «aa ageod roote ,- whichbringeth forth'the fraits.

For it is true no doubt, that no Sywed, or Conncell , much 
 Tefle any private mans opinion, is therale of our faith, Yet 
all Synods and Councels, fo farre forth as their, Decrees 
are grounded vpon the Scriptures, we are to imbrace and 
reucrence. But of all other paſſages in the Appealers Ap- 
peale, I muſe at none more, then this hiscleuating and 
Lightingehe Synod of Dore.

ſmoking firebrands are notalcogether quenched, but begin 
to rexixe,hauing for want of vent till now lycn ſmootherin 
euen in our Church of Exgland, the ſmoake whereat hat 
blinded a great many, and now the flames threaten to burne 
moe 3 whac areligious care He tooke to eftabliſh crueye- 
kgion,and to aboliſh thar Arminias roote of birzerneſſe,ſpring« 
ing vp , and /preading abroad , wherewith many were defiled : 
whioh one a& of His Maieſtic, ſhall no lefle eternize His 
name, then the moft famous and vnparallc)d ations Hee 
atchicued jri all His tingaly gonernmene :, this (1 fay) 
ſtrikes me with an exceeding wondennent , that che. 4p. 
pealer would cuer ſuffer bjuniclte fafarre to be manſon 
Wit 
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with the ſpirit of eontradifiew, as to'fall foule vpon ſuch x 
learned Synod, a Synod of Proteflants, 2 ___ of many 
reformed Churches, and: ( which, # nobg itelſe, mighe 
haue moſt moued him) a-Synod, «fſemvbled, wanaged, con- 
ended; by. the moſt a” yr a ſpirit,neale wel. 
wſkes, and prayers, of His lace Mdaieftie : yea, and (to fil vp 
the meaſure of his all.daring hardinelle ) .to preſume co 
thruſt this booke in the name of ef» Appeale, vnderthe 
protetion of our moſt Excellent patrizing Ceſdrzbere Fam 
ac.a ſtand. What? ſotediſrepute. the Synod of Dort? © 
ſpare it ! either ſpeake nor at all of it ,' or: reuerently, 
and honorably, at leaſt for the thrice noble , religi- 
ous, zealous loucrof the truth, King I amts, He that 
ſo honoured that Synod, & imbraced thoſe Orthodox con- 
cluſions of it, - as that He aduanced thoſe to Eccleſmafticall 
honours,whom He had {eleed and fent, as to repreſent 
che Church of England, Which alſo, by the way, addes 
to my, wonderment, that the Appealer ſhould, and that vn= 
der the name of. the Church. of England , dare to gppoſec 
the Councell of Dert , if he had'confidered, that his late 
Excellent Maieſtie did vnderſtand no other , but that all
